The cost of bad roads is strikingly 
set forth by Win. O. Redfield, secre­ 
tary of commerce in President Wil­ 
son’s cabinet, in this manner: 
The Inefficiency arising from bad 
roads makes it cost something like 
$300,000,000 a year to cart our cot­ 
ton crop from the fields to the rail­ 
way station. 
I think few people real­ 
ize the immense tax put on us all by 
bad roads and inefficient handling. 
I have said that if our farmer I 
once realized the awful tax that bad 
roads impose upon them public opin­ 
ion would sternly demand the mak­ 
ing and maintaining of good roadi 
everywhere. 
It now costs the farme/ 
twelve, yes,-twenty or more, time! 
as much per ton mile to move his 
goods to the railway station as it 
does to move them on 
the 
railway 
after they leave 
the 
station. 
The 
farmer, indeed, in bad cases and at 
certain seasons may have to pay as 
much as $1 a ton mile, while the 
railroad carries the freight, when L 
once gets it. at an average of three 
quarters of a cent per ton mile.

The 
second text is more obscure and reads 
as though it had been intended as a 
repetition of the former statement, but 
inadvertently a poftion had been omit­ 
ted, ri:., the words, “of the Lamb 
slain”. 
We do not surely know that 
these words were omitted, but merely 
that, if they were there, this passage 
would be in harmony with the pre­ 
ceding one aud in harmony with all 
of the testimony of the Scriptures, 
without allowances or inferences. Tak­ 
ing this latter verse as it stands, and 
supposing it to be complete we should 
be obliged to understand it to mean 
that the book or scroll covenanting life 
to an elect number was prepared from 
the foundation of the world, and that 
the names in it have been written as 
the individuals have made consecra­ 
tion of themselves, coming under the 
terms of the divine call. In this view 
of the matter the book or scroll would 
represent the original divine purpose— 
God’s intention to have a Church, of 
which our Lord Jesus would be the 
Head. 
Such interpretation would be 
in perfect harmony with the various 
figures of speech which represent the 
writing of the names of the believers 
in the Lamb’s Book of Life, and in 
harmony also with the other records 
which speak of the blotting out the 
names of such as prove unfaithful to 
their consecration.—Revelation 3:5.

DRESS SQUABS FOR MARKET 


After Penetrating Brain W ith Sharp 
Knife Bird Is Allowed to Bleed 
Thoroughly. 


(By A1ICHAEL K. BOYER, N ew Jersey.) 
One-half dozen or more squab are 
hung on the rack at 
one 
time. 
The 
wings of each are then locked, which 
is done by drawing the wings closely 
together 
in the 
back, allowing one 
wing to overlap the other. 
It 
holds 
them firmly and causes no pain. 
The mouth of the squab is held open 
with the thumb and first finger of tho 
ieft hand, the head and shoulders bt* 
ing held in the left hand. W ith a knifi 
in the right hand the blade is inserted 
through the crown of the head, pene­ 
trating the brain. 
At once the operator 
releases 
hi:i 
grasp and allows the 
bird 
to 
bleed 
thoroughly before starting to pluck tho 
feathers. 
By the time about half a dozen of 
the birds have been stabbed the first 
killed has bled sufficiently to be ready 
for picking. 
The squab is 
then 
re* 
moved from the rack and held in th» 
hands while plucking the feathers. 
This method is said to be the most 
rapid, it being found that from IOO to 
130 squab can thus be dressed in a 
•Jay by a good operator. 
Some pigeon men believe in holding 
the bird while killing, but it has been 
proven that birds held do not bleed so 
thoroughly as when hanging, owing to 
the fact that the hand more or less 
compresses the fine veins, thus retard­ 
ing the flow of blood. 
When a bird is not sufficiently bled 
it shows itself in blisters. 
These blis­ 
ters are red blotches that form on tho 
backs of the birds, and which develop 
by the time the carcasses reach the 
market. 
Fresh water should be given 
twdc » 
daily, but only the very best of grain, 
•tvoid damaged stuff. 
Do not fail to bear in mind that the 
profit is derived only from the mate*! 
pairs. 


Whitewash in Dairy Barn. 
Dr. Marshall, a Pennsylvania insti­ 
tute speaker, says that whitewashing 
of dairy barns should be done for 
the sake of general sanitation, 
but 
the main point in the fight against 
tuberculosis is the elimination of the 
dark stables and filthy stall 
condi­ 
tions. 
When clean methods are used in 
the keeping of cows, he advises 
the 
use of a compound made from 
one 
pmind of chloride of lime 
and 
five 
gallons of whitewash, which, when 
put on the walls and stable partitions, 
acts as an effective preventive of dis­ 
case.
